COST OP THE CENSUS. 


Some Points on the Count of Peo- 


ple and Property. 


President Harrison ia naming the sn- 
ervisora for the various districts through- 
ut the country to direct the work of 
aking the census this year. Chicago is 
n the First District, and Frank Gilbert, 
f.that city has just been appointed cenras 
upervisor for the northern section of 
IB state. His duties are the same as all 
upervisors. In an interview with a 
laily Neu-s man he gave these points of 
eneral interest as to the character and 
ipense of the work: 


It is rather early yet," said he, "to 


ave anything definite on the matter, 
'he names sent in were only the first of 
long list of appointments, which will 
robably not be made before March 1. 
'hen the enumerators for the different 
ub-districts will have to be selected, and 
ie actual work will not begin before the 
rst Monday in June. The law provides 
Uat in country districts the enumera- 
ion will have to be completed by July 1, 
nd in cities of 10,000 inhabitants or 
more within two weeks after the work is 
egnn. The selection of men, therefore, 


will have to be put off as long as possible, 
or the job will be so short that a man 
n gaged now would be more than likely 
o leave the supervisor in the lurch if 
tber employment were offered him in 
lie meantime." 


'How many men will you require in 


our district?" 


'That I can only estimate approxi- 


mately. I scarcely know what the dis- 
rict comprises. Ten years ago the 1st 
istrict comprised the counties of (Jook, 
)uPage, and Lake. I doubt if for the 
resent census the let district will cover 
more than Cook county. In a general 
way it may be said that each 4,000 peo- 


le will need an enumerator. On this 
lasis I shall have at least 375 men, and 
he selection ot them will be no easy 
matter, owing to the different nationali- 
ses represented in different localities. 


"Then, again, it is uncertain how much 


f the special information will be col- 
ected by general canvassers. Much, you 
:now, is left to the discretion of Mr. 
'orter, the superintendent of the census. 
.6 regards pay, for instance, it rests 
argely with him whether a per-diem rate 
r a schedule rate will be allowed. The 
numerators, if hired by the day, will get 
ot less than $3 and not more than $6 a 
ay. If by schedule they will get 2 cents 
or each living person recorded, 2 cents 
or each death, 15 cents for each farm, 
0 cents for each establishment of pro- 
.nctive industry, and 5 cents for each 
nrviving soldier, sailor, or marine, or 
widow of such, The cost of collecting 
and classifying the information alone is 
estimated at about 80,500,000."

Enthusiastic Meeting of Business 


Men at the City HalL 


Committees Taking Subscriptions for 111,000 


-Prompt Action. 


A largely attended meeting of business 


men and manufacturers, interested in 
the material de?elopment of Decatnr, 
was held ac the city hall last night, and 
prompt action was taken to secure the 
location of a leading shoe factory in onr 
city. All the money desired is $11,000, 
which sum will be forthcoming beyond 
doubt, and the strangers will b» bidden 
to come on with their improved machin- 
ery and 100 skilled employes.

James Millikin opposed that notion by 
stating that he believed that it would be 
wiser to strive for one thing at a time. 
W. F. Basher asked if the city might not 
help in a contribution to the fund. The 
Mayor thought it was not in position to 
do so. Mr. Loeb made the first move in 
starting the subscriptions with 8100, and 
afterward proposed to be one of 50 men 
to guarantee the full amount. Thirteen 
other gentlemen followed his example on 
the 8200 subscriptions, when the chair- 
man and K. H. Roby suggested that 
there would be some difficulty in accom- 
plishing the desired object in that way, 
as it was doubtful if fifty names could be 
secured, in which case the pledges would 
not be binding. Mayor Kanan aroee to 
state that he would be very much pleased 
to dispel the prevailing idea that Decatnr 
never gets anything. We have tried hard 
in the past, and Mr. Clokey has done 
more than any one man in the community 
to boom and advance the interests of onr 
city. "Now, gentlemen, in order to se- 
cure this factory, I will ba one of the 
eleven persons to guarantee the full 
amount and the Deoatur Furniture Com- 
pany will not be found wanting." J. A. 
Brown thought the talks that had been 
had would result in great good, but we 
must have more than 50 citizens iaterested 
if we would push Decatur ahead, we must 
all work together. Let us find out the 
pulse of the people. Put the committee 
nt work. Everybody has an interest in 
the matter. B ifty men can do a great 
deal, but vastly more can be accom- 
plished by everybody taking hold. W. 
T. Wells, in alluding to the effort made

At the suggestion of the chairman, J. 


M. Clokey stated the object of the meet- 
ing. He said that he and Mayor Kenan 
had often talked together over the inter- 
ests of Decatur, and he briefly alluded to 
the growth and advancement of Decatur 
and the fact that men of money, seeing 
the advantages of the city, were ready 
and willing to invest their capital here. 
He thought that substantial encourage- 
ment should be given the gentlemen; 
and that the many enterprises now 
knocking at our doors should be bidden 
to enter and locate within our gates. We 
scarcely realize onr advantages, position 
and possibilities. We now have a popu- 
lation of 20,000, an increase of nearly 
12,000 within 10 years. We now have in 
sight 16 new business rooms. 11 is time we 
were doing something to make stable and 
sure the onward march of our city. There 
are now a number of factory firms who 
have presented favorable propositions 
and others are to come. 


The principal proposition for onr con- 


sideration at this meeting is that which 
comes from a shoe factory firm, repre- 
sentatives of which have visited our city. 
The factory can be located here for 
$11,000. It will start off with 100 em- 
ployes and ample machinery; at the end 
of 10 years 85,000 of the amount will be 
paid back by the firm, to be distributed 
umoDg the subscribers to the fund. Geo. 
W. Powers had visited the factory plant 
and was satisfied that it was a good 
thing—better than he expected, and solid 
financially. He had heard that 75 other 
towns in various parts of the country 
were trying hard to get the shoe factory, 
but Decatur is the only city that had 
received a proposition from the firm. It 
stands good only until Feb. 2. 


Mr. (Jlokey alluded to other factories 


seeking locations here. One to be formed 
on the joint stock company plan, $15,000 
to be taken by the citizens and 815,000 
by the strangers. P. Loeb, W. J. Quin- 
lan and C. M. Hurst had learned a year 
ago that this factory paid an annnal cash 
dividend of 10 per cent. It is a good 
thing. Another factory that may be had 
for something like 82500 will start out 
with 30 men, which number will be in- 
creased to 75 before the end of the year. 
Favorable railway rates had been secured 
for this last named factory and activity 
will secure it. 


In conclusion Mr. Clokey spoke in a 


general way of what E. J. Martin had 
done for Decatur in starting the electric 
street railway enterprise, which brought 
E. L. Talbot of Detroit here to build the 
track and note the excellent quality of

Mayor Kanar again offered to be one of 
11 men to guarantee the 811,000, and 
suggested the committee might go ahead 
then and get what they could to reduce 
the responsibility of those who joined 
with him in his proposition. There was 
no eager acceptance of the Mayor's sug- 
gestion except by Mr. Clokey, and the 
meeting proceeded to offer subscriptions 
on the Boberts motion as above indicated. 


The committee of 12 has been canvass- 


ing the city all day for the 811,000 fund. 
They have been meeting with flattering 
success, and will make a satisfactory 
showing at the adjourned meeting to be 
held at the council rooms this evening. 
Let everybody turn out to the meeting 
to-night.

THE ENGINEER DBAD. 


He Dies from Injuries Received in 


a Wreck Near Hannibal 


this Morning. 


Word was received here early this 


morning of the wreck of the Wabash oan- 
nonball sixteen miles west of Hannibal 
this morning about three .o'clock, in 
•which Engineer Bingham received in- 
juries from which he died at 7:20 this 
morning. The train was late in leaving 
this city, Uie del&y being caused by the 
breaking of engine No. 150 near Tilton. 
Engine No. 128 went after the train and 
took it through to Springfield, where 
Engineer Bingham with engine No. 474 
continued the run. The accident hap- 
pened about sixteen miles west of Hanni- 
bal on the M., K. & T. road. A horse 
had jumped into a culvert and before he 
could extricate himself the engine struck 
him. 
The concussion overturned the 


engine, the baggage car on top of the 
engine, and the smoker was also derailed. 
Willing hands soon went to work clear- 
ing away the debris of the engine and it 
was found that Engineer Bingham had 
been caught in the wreck and so severely 
injured that his death occurred at 7:20 
o'clock at Hanribal, where he had been 
taken. The fireman was also quite severely 
scalded. It is also reported that Brake- 
man Charley Patterson, of this place, 
broke one arm and otherwise received 
painful gashes about ths head. A special 
train was sent after the wife of the un- 
fortunate engineer, but his death occur- 
red before she could reach his side. The 
body of the deceased will be brought to 
Springfield, where the interment will 
probably take place.

Anclrnt Kgyptjun Flora. 


The National Museum of Egyptian 


Antiquities at Bulak contains a very in- 
teresting collection of plants which have 
been found in the catacombs and scpuV 
climl monuments ot the country. Dr, 
Schv\emfurth was the lirst to study this 
ancient ilor.i, which contains noexample 
of a plant that does not grow today ia 
tho Nile valley. Nor does the most min- 
ute examination show the least differ 
ence between the vegetation which tloilT' 
ished fifty centuries ago and that of tho 
present time. In some eases the color 
the flowcis can be clearly distinguished, 
as, for instance, the purple larkspur, the 
ted poppy, the reddish brown safTion 
and the blue lotus. 


The leaves of the watermelon contain 


grains of chlorophyll perfectly visiblo in 
the microscope. All these were fount 
in great numbers in the burial places ol 
the fifteenth dynasty, 3,000 years H. C., 
and.in one tomb of the same time some 
cais of bailey. In later monuments were 
discovered mustard, flax, encumbers, 
lentils, pine tones, juniper berries, dates, 
holh hi irks, chrysanthemums, figs.olivoa, 
onions and grapes. Around tlie necks

H. (_'. were garlands 
of celery 


leav es and blue lotus flowers. In regard 
to the various specimens of grain dis- 
covered, it may bo added that no at- 
tempt to make them grow has ever MIC- 
t eeded, tlie plants having been subjected 
to great heat at the time of the embalm- 
ing and burial, which, while it preserved 
them, destroyed their germinal ing power. 
Tlie eases in which mummy wheat is 
said to have been raised are due simply 
lo tlie Iniuduient mixture of modern
